UNITED STATES PASSES 
THE L OAN TO BRITAIN 


Washington, Saturday. 
HE HOUSE OF R ‘ATIVES TODAY APPROVED, 
BY 219 VOTES TO 155, THE LOAN TO BRITAIN OF 
3,750,000,000 DOLLARS (£937,500,000) AND SENT IT ON TO 
PRESIDENT TRUMAN FOR SIGNATURE.

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Factories For 


Black Areas

HE new factories of Britain are going up in their 
hundreds as part of a co-ordinated plan to ensure 
that employment is evenly spread over the whole 
country and that wherever men may live, jobs will be 


available for them 


Up to June 29, the Board 
of Trade announced yester- 
day, 1,577 projects for new 
factories and extensions to 
existing ones have been ap- 
proved by the Government. 
They will eventually voro- 
vide additional employment 
for 133,999 men and 100,000 
women. 


In issuing the building per- 
mits the. Government - have 
deen backed dy a determina- 
tion that there shall not 
again be any depressed areas. 
such as those which existed 
after the 1918 war, when men 
existed for years in a hopeless. 
embittered state of enforced 
idleness. 


Today, the manufacturer who 
wants to build a factory is guided 
to those areas where the need of 
work is greatest. 

The good results of this policy 
are shown in the Board of Trade 
statement that of the new fac- 
tories sanctioned, 616 are in the 
black areas. 

They will bring much-needed 
xork to 76,999 men and 66,000 
women.: 


BUILDING BEGUN 


The North-Eastern develop- 
ment area will have 200 new fac- 
tories, South Wales 916, Scotland 
180, West Cumberland 24, South 
Lancashire 15, and Wrexham one. 

Building has already begun on 
270 of the factories in the de- 
pressed areàs, involving a total 
floor space of 5,500,000 sq. ft. and 
12 have been completed. 

The progressive benefit to the 
workers in these areas was em- 
phasised by Mr. Hugh Dalton, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
when he received the Freedom of 
Neath yesterday. 

“In South Wales at this 
moment,” he said, “60 new fac- 

ones are building and there will 
soon be more. 

“Month by month this pro- 
tramme of new construction 
will gather impetus and will 
take shape in new industrial 
possibilities. 

“We are building more new 
factories in South Wales now than 
vere built in all the 20 years be- 
txeen the two wars. 

“They will give additional 
‘rect employment to more than 

44.000 Welsh workers, of whom 
25.000 will be men and boys.” 

The estimated cost of the V elsh 

factories alone, he indicated, was 
well over £10,000,000

THE TERMS 


Under the terms of the loan 
agreement, signed last December, 
Britain agreed to abolish the ster- 
ling area dollar pool within one 


_| year after the effective date of the 


loan. 
This will free the nations in the 
sterling bloc—the Dominions, 


Egypt, India and Argentina—to 
use their dollar credits, now 
under “British” control, for 
purchases in the United States.— 
B. U. P. 

Approval of the loan sets the 
United Nations towards the dis- 
tant goal of expanding and 
freeing world trade through co- 
operative action. 

The loan, while vitally impor- 
tant to Britain, is but one piece of 
the giant plan envisaged by the 
American and British Govern- 
ments as a means of eventually 
raising the standards of living in 
every country. 

Putting the entire plan into 
operation will take years. Ameri- 
can and British officials, however, 
are convinced it is their sole hope 
for averting an economic war be- 
tween nations that might lead to 
a disastrous armed conflict. 

Trade between nations is ex- 
pected to.increase somewhat as a 
result of the loan, but not nearly 
to the extent anticipated after 
additional steps have been taken 
dy joint action of the world’s lead- 
ing trading nations. 

These official steps cannot be 
taken overnight. At least two, 
and possibly three, trade confer- 
ences must be held before the am- 
bitious goal is reached. The first 
of these conferences is scheduled 
to be held in October of this 
year. 

After the trade conferences, 
American and British architects 
of the overall plan hope to have 
achieved agreement among all 
nations to abide by a code of 
commercial conduct dedicated to 
orderly trading. 


WHAT IT MEANS 


An international trade organisa- 
tion, possibly with economic 
powers to enforce its decisions, is 
planned within the framework of 
the United Nations. 

Through this 8 
lowering of tariffs, changes or 
elimination of quotas and an end 
to other restrictions will be de- 
cided.

“Jews must suspend their 
judgment about the arrest of 
members of the Jewish Agency 
until the facts are known.
